Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1967. 

The  estimated  population  figure  is  given  as  9*550,  as  against 
9,380  for  1966. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  shows  a decrease  to  14.24 
from  17. ©5  for  1966. 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  living  has  decreased  to  9-31  from  10,?6 
for  1966. 

There  were  89  deaths  as  compared  with  101  for  1966.  8 deaths  were 

due  to  cancer  of  the  lung. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  report  that  there  have  been  no  maternal 
deaths  during  the  year  and  only  one  infant  death  under  one  year  of  age. 
There  is  a negative  Tuberculosis  return,  no  notification  having  been 
received  of  either  new  cases  or  deaths. 

Throughout  the  year  a number  of  adaptations  have  been  carried  out 
to  Council  dwellings  to  ease  the  burden  of  handicapped  tenants,  the. 
cost  being  divided  equally  between  the  Council  and  the  County  Council. 

Continued  progress  has  been  made  in  Slum  Clearance,  some  50 
families  being  rehoused  from  unfit  properties. 

I would  like  to  offer  my  thanks  most  sincerely  to  the  members  of 
the  Council  and  my  colleagues  for  the  help  and  co-operation  I have 
received  during  the  year  and  with  the  preparation  of  this  report.

He  played  an  active  part  in  the  life  of 
the  area,  his  interests  including  golf, 
football, and  the  Rotary  Club.  Following  his 
retirement  he  remained  in  Chesterfield  and 
often  took  on  temporary  medical  work.  He  was  a 
welcome  visitor  to  the  department  during  his 
retirement  and  we  extend  our  sympathy  to 
Mrs.  Graham  and  her  family  in  their  sad  loss.

The  supplying  authority  to  the  area  is  the  North  Derbyshire  Water 
Board . 

Press  reservoirs  now  provide  the  source  of  supply,  the  treatment  is 
screening  followed  by  chlorination. 

The  quantity  proved  adequate  for  normal  household  purposes,  although  a 
temporary  restriction  was  imposed  on  the  use  of  hosepipes. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  analyses  are  carried  out  in  the  Board's 
laboratories.  All  raw,  treated  and  distributed  v/aters  are  examined  at 
least  monthly.

The  treated  waters  in  the  area  have  given  rise  to  no  concern  on  the 
grounds  of  plumbo  solvency,  and  analyses  on  the  supply  water  at  source,  in 
distribution  and  after  overnight  standing  in  lead  service  pipes  have 
yielded  figures  within  the  recently  revised  acceptable  lead  concentration. 

The  number  of  houses  connected  during  the  year  was  150. 

No  major  schemes  were  undertaken  in  the  area. 

1,236  yards  of  main  were  laid  for  housing  developments. 

Before  being  brought  into  service  all  newly  laid  mains  were  washed 
out,  sterilized  and  samples  examined  to  ensure  satisfactory  bacteriological 
and  physical  results  were  obtained.

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SLUM  CLEARANCE 


It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  Council  are  determined  to  continue 
tackling  the  slum  clearance  problem  in  a vigorous  manner,  and  the  work  of 
clearing  unsatisfactory  houses  continued  un:i interrupted  during  1967*  Fifty 
families  comprising  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  persons  were  rehoused  from 
confirmed  clearance  areas  and  individual  unfit  houses.  Four  houses  on 
Furnace  Hill  were  demolished  by  the  owners  without  recourse  to  formal 
action,  the  tenants  having  been  re-housed  by  the  Council.  The  owners  have 
voluntarily  offered  to  demolish  all  the  remaining  houses  in  that  area  when 
the  existing  tenants  are  re-housed. 

Two  further  areas,  numbers  12?  to  169  High  Street,  and  numbers  1 to  8 
Concrete  Houses  were  represented  as  unfit  and  Clearance  Orders  made.  The 
Concrete  Houses  Clearance  Order  was  confirmed  in  March  and,  in  addition, 
two  orders  made  in  1966,  the  High  Street  (No.  l)  and  the  Bailey’s  Square 
(No.  2)  were  confirmed  without  modification  during  the  year.

Work  was  commenced  during  the  year  on  a new  disposal  works  to  replace 
the  old  works  at  Danesmoor,  the  estimated  cost  of  this  project  being 
approximately  £200 , 000 .

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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS 


The  work  continues  to  expand  as  more  people  become  aware  of  the 
services  offered,  even  though  the  incidence  of  the  older  established 
household  pests  such  as  bed-bugs  and  cockroaches  continue  to  decline. 

More  complaints  are  nov;  being  received  of  other  pests  such  as  wasps  and 
garden  ants  and  such  complaints  are  dealt  with  promptly  by  the  Council’s 
Rodent  Operator,  usually  within  twenty-four  hours,. 

In  addition  to  attending  to  complaints  concerning  rats  and  mice, 
frequent  surveys  are  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  sewage  disposal  works 
and  refuse  tip,  and  also  of  other  surrounding  properties;  agricultural 
holdings  are  frequently  inspected  and  treatments  for  the  destruction  of 
rats  and  mice  carried  out  if  requested  by  the  occupiers,  the  full  cost 
being  borne  by  the  occupant.  Domestic  premises  are,  of  course,  treated 
free  of  charge.

As  the  tanks  had 
obviously  been  leaking  for  a considerable  time  and  were  situated  in  the 
forecourt  of  the  filling  station  on  a very  busy  throughfare,  it  was  necesary 
to  adopt  the  mbst  stringent  precautions  when  excavating1' the  tanks,  and 
considerable  advice  and  assistance  in  this  matter  was  given  by  the  officers 
of  the  Derbyshire  County  Fire  Se.rvioe.

MEAT  INSPECTION 


There  is  only  one  skoII  private  slaughterhouse  registered  in  the  District, 
where  the  owner  slaughters  animals  for  his  own  butcher’s  business.  A 100$ 
post  mortem  inspection  has  been  maintained,  necessitating  116  visits  to  the 
slaughterhouse  during  the  year.  The  premises  are  well  maintained,  and  no 
problems  have  arisen  during  the  year.  Frequent  inspections  are  now  made  by  a 
Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food;  no 
serious  defects  or  contraventions  of  the  various  Acts  and  Regulations  were 
notified.
